She  gasps,  recalling  promises 
made  to  alums  to  “send  me  a 
copy,  please,  Sister”  as  she 
touches  the  film  ruined  by  a 
commercial  developing  lab. 

(Needless  to  say,  other 
arrangements  have  been  made 
to  process  Avila’s  film).  Then, 

with  characteristic  aplomb,  she  says  “Well,  God  doesn’t  will  these 
things,  but  He  permits  them  to  happen.”  With  a rueful  smile  and  a 
bounce  of  her  shoulders,  she  adds,  “Lets  make  the  best  of  it.” 

Sister  Rose  Anthony,  herself  an  alumna,  (Ruth  Marie  Schmitt,  St. 
Teresa’s  College,  A. A.  class  of  ’36)  has  functioned  as  Alumni 
secretary  since  1969.  As  such,  she  is  a member  of  the  Alumni  Board, 
but  her  unremitting  duty  is  to  keep  in  touch  with  alums.

In  her  own  younger  days,  being  reluctant  to  leave  home,  Sister 
refused  a scholarship  upon  graduation  from  St.  Teresa’s.  But  after 
five  years  as  a secretary  in  the  business  community,  she  made  up  her 
mind  to  enter  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  of  Carondelet.  Graduating 
from  Fontbonne  in  1949,  she  received  her  Masters  in  Philosophy  from 
3t.  Louis  University  in  1957. 


Returning  to  Kansas  City,  Sister  Rose  Anthony  taught  Philosophy  at 
St.  Teresa’s  College  from  ’57  to  ’63,  and  pioneered  on  the  new  Avila 
campus  from  ’63  to  ’65  as  Chairman  of  the  Philosophy  Department. 


Sister  misses  teaching  Philosophy,  but  says  “I  made  a profession  to 
be  a religious,  not  a teacher  or  a nurse.  My  religious  life  is 
paramount.” 


Sister  Rose  Anthony’s  other  consuming  passion  is  basketball.  She 
exhibits  great  partiality  for  the  entire  men’s  team,  the  Avalanche,  but 
insists  that  she  is  more  concerned  with  their  being  gentlemen,  than 
with  their  basketball  skills.  When  it  comes  to  the  final  moments  of  a 
game,  however,  she  likes  a good  decisive  win. 


Displayed  prominently  on  Sister’s  desk  in  the  mail  room  are  the  latest 
^rophies  the  team  has  garnered  (Avalanche  won  first  place  in  the 
^■partan  Tipoff  Tournament  in  St.  Louis,  and  the  team  had  one  of  its 
^Players,  Jeff  Gilmore,  one  of  Sister’s  mail  room  boys,  rated  most 
valuable  player.) 


Her  devotion  to  the  group  is 
repaid  in  kind.
